Expected to Meet Objections. 

Ford has announced that his of- 
fer could not stand with the Gorgas 
Plant gone. Representative Madden 
said t6éday that he believed his plan 
to have the Government construct a 
substitute power plant would meet 
all of Ford’s objections and make 
acceptance of the Ford offer possi- 
ble, as well as desirable 

That other large power concerns 
were considering offers to the Gov.- 
ernment for Muscle Shoals has been 
reported. Representative Madden 
said, but he expressed the belief that 
Ford was best equipped to develop 
Muscle Shoals. 

“Manufacture of fertilizer there.” 
said Madden, “is the vital consider- 
ation. Any one. almost, could de- 
velop the power, which is-limited to 
100,000 primary horsepower, but 
manufacture of fertilizer would re- 
quire an immediate investment of 
$50,000,000 to $60,000,%0, and Ford 
is the only bidder whose offer is 
based on the plan to manufacture 
fertilizer, so badly needed by-the ag- 
ricultural interests of the South as 
well as other parts of the country. 

A Costly Venture. 

Government development of Mus- 
cle Shoals, both for power and fer- 
tilizer, in the opénion of Representa- 
tive Madden, would b@ not only very 
costly, but probably a failure and he 
doubts if Congress i be willing 
to provide the millions necessary. 

Regarding the "$10 10,000,000 al- 
ready spent by the Government in 
the Muscle Shoals project, Madden 
said that, considering the farmers’ 
need for fertilizer, it would be a 
paying “contribution” by the Gov- 
ernment to assist thus in developing 
a large supply of fertilizer.

For the first time in history, the 
United States and Poland were 
brought together in direct communi- 
cation when officials of the Radio 
Corporation of America and the 
Polish Government exchanged greet- 
ings over the new circuit last Thurs- 
day during the inauguration of the 
commercial radio service between 
the two countries.

(Karly in the morning of May 6 last bandits de- 
railed the forward part of an express train 
Shantung, China, fired a volley of shots, 
the train and pillaged it. A British subject named 
Rathman was killed. Then they made prisoners 


the army and back pay, which finally were conceded 
to them. Some of the Chinese prisoners had be«cn 
executed when relatives failed to pay ransom for 
them. Due to a shortage of. food and water in the 
mountain stronghold of the robbers, they killed 80 
of the Chinese prisoners by throwing them off a 
eliff. 

Miss’* Lucy Truman Aldrich, daughter of the late 
Nelson W. Aldrich, U. 8S. Senator from Rhode Island, 
and sister-in-law of John D. Rockefeller Jr., has 
written a vivid and humorous account eof what she 
saw, to Mrs. Rockefeller. Her letter appears in the 
November number of The Atlantic Monthly.) 


O FALL into the bands of bandits is 
bad enough—-to be dragged from the 
security of a luxurious sleeping car, at 
night, without even time to dress, is 
worse.

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ANDLORDS of fashionable hotels in two citiés 
in Bavaria are beginning to take for 
granted “Burope’s hardnted King.” He 
is haunted, though no longer King. His 
past rises before him. in apparitional 
aspect. Spectres pop up to pester him. 
Hair-raising wraiths of a statesman shot 

to death and of a woman drowned loom out of the 
night to terrify him. 

In the eerie darkness sometimes he fancies he sees 
against the sky a gallowstree, and swinging from 
the noose is the struggling form of his most intimate 
friend. The face above the noose, strangely enonch, 
is not distorted in the agony of death: it is turned 
straight toward the haunted King. and in its builg- 
ing eyes is a look of ineffable reproach. 

But, worst of all, there is the phantom of a sev- 
ered hand, the right hand of the Prime Minister who 
placed him upon the throne. Suspended in space, 
the long forefinger of this hand is pointed directly 
at the haunted King. and no matter which way he 
turns to evade the horror, this digit moves to point 
at him. 

“T am being shadowed’” cries the haunted King. 

Just what does Ferdinand. former Czar of the 
Bulgars, commonly called -King of Bulgaria when 
he occupied the throme. mean by crying that he is 
being shadowed? Is it that he believes he is being 
followed by living men, “shadowed” in the sense tha? 
his movements are being watched. or is it ghostly 
shades that shadow this haunted King? A brief 
review of certain episodes in his career may aid in 
solving the problem. But, first, let us relate certain 
incidents of the ithmediate past. 

Just.the other night a big gray automobile, made 
in Germany, stopped at the side entrance to one of 
Munich's leading hotels.- Three men alighted. One 
was the chauffeur, another was a valet. The third 
was a tal] figure in a long cloak All were silent. 
Having been for many years aheiec! stene-deat: the 
tall man could not hear anything his companions 
said uniess they raised their voices to such a pitch 
as to disturb the nocturnal quiet; so they remained 
mum. Entering the side door, the cloaked man said 
to the doorman, in a low tone which his own ears 
eould not hear: 

“Do you know who Iam? I am the former Czar 
of the Bulgars. Should anyone ask if I am here, 
say nothing. If you betray me, beware! You will 
lose your job at once.” 


The doorman, saying not a word. bowed. The 
haunted King. refusing te asrend in the elevator. 
climbed steakthily up the stairs to the suite of 
rooms held ready for him. His chauffeur garaged 
the big gray car. Then he joimed the ex-Czar’s 
valet in the anteroom, where through the rest of 
the night ome or the other stood guard whilst their 
master slept behind locked doors as well as any 
haunted King may be supposed to sleep. 

When morning broke and the sleeper awoke. his 
two servants prepared his breakfast. None of the 
hétel empwyes was permitted to wait upon this 
strangely acting guest. They knew. and the land- 
lord knew, that Ferdinand would have none of their 
attentions. For in recent months he had been there 
before, time and time again. and always he came 
late at night and acted t mvsteriousiy. This 
time, as befere, he remained in his rooms until he 
was ready to depart. He.saw nobody but his two 
servants. He sent no messages and received ftlone. 
When he was ready to leave he entered his swift car 
late at night, at the side entrance to the hotel. and 
was driven away. 

For months the former Czar has been driving 
back and forth between Coburg and Munich in this 
mystifying fashion. Sometimes he varies the mo 
motony of his trips by driving out into the deep 
forests. beyend Munich. where he bas an isolated re- 
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Ferdinand, former Czar of the Bulgars. 


ly, Dut physiciams and friends have come to expect 
a lapse every new and then into his hallucinative 
condition, his status as Europe’s haunted King. 
Recently, it is said, his “shadowed” periéds far out- 
stretch those when he is rational. Some time ago 
there was a movement to have him placed in a sani- 
tarium for mental sufferers, but that seems to have 
been abandomed for the present. So the haunted 
King motors by night from Munich to Coburg. from 
Coburg to Mtnich, and those who know of his silent 
glidimg to and fro are wondering what the end 
will be. ~ .

So much for the effect of the trick: 
now for the explanation! 


It will noticed that it is always a mango tree 
that is e to grow, and no other shrub. Why 
is this’? The conjurer, S. S. Baldwin, once asked 
a mative magician if he could make a palm tree, a 
tea plant or a banana tree grow for him. and re- 
ceived the response: “Nay, sahib, cannot do. Man- 
go tree the only one can make.”’ 

The reason is that it is owing to the peculiar 
construction of the mango leaf that the trick. as 
presented, is possible at all. The leaf and twigs of 
the mango tree are exceedingly tough and pliable 
and can be folded or compressed into a very smal! 
space. A sprig of the mango tree is carefully 
watered and treated and then rolled into a tight 
package. A mango seed (which is very large, two 

inches or more in length) is 
cut in two lengthwise, carefully 
scraped out and dried in the 
sun. The mango shoot is then 
pressed into this hollow seed, 
and a few roots left hanging 
from one end. This seed is 
substituted for an examined 
seed and planted in the earth. 

Under cover of the cloth the 
magician works out a little of 
the mango shoot, which is 
shown. This is exhibited. and 
the same operation repeated 
several times until the whole of 
the concealed sprout has been 
worked out of the seed.

The execution of this trick de- 
pends upon the peculiar shape of the basket. When 
the boy is inside he curls his body round in a curve, 
somewhat like a capital C, so that he is lying curved 
round the outside of the basket. The center is now 
empty and the magician can sit or jump into this 
without danger of injury. He also runs the sword 
into this unoccupied portion of the basket. 

The “blood” is contained within the hollow handle 
of the sword and is released by pressing a secret 
spring, which allows the fluid to run down the blade. 
The boy remains in the basket throughout. At the 
conclusion of the performance he uncuris and 
emerges smiling. In those cases in which the boy 
appears from some distant tree, another boy is em- 
ployed, exactly resembling the first in clothing and 
appearance. 

The dry sands trick, when first seen, is very puz- 
zling. Thé magician fills a small pail with water— 
both pail and water may be examined. He then 
shows some colored sands, blowing them about to 
show they are dry. He places some of the sands in 
the water—red. blue, green. etc. He then wipes his 
hands, and shows them empty.

The 
world may put up with a flitting father. but a mi- 
gratory mother is clearly a biological impossibility. 
Perhaps the attention has been diverted away from 
the main issue by arguments as to whether the dress 
stripes shall occupy lines of longtitude rather than 
of iatitude. Perhaps too much research has been 
expended on irrelevant topics such as the historically 
criminal migrations of the waist line from the neigh- 
borhood of the Tropic of Cancer towards a sub-equa- 
torial zone..

The same question has gow been asked of well- 
known Americans—not only imventors and sci- 
entists but also business men, physicians, clergy- 
men, educators, statesmen and others in the public 
Their replies set forth diverse ideas, but ail 
are suggestive and thought-provoking. 

Perhaps the most timely one, to a world which in 
five years has not recovered from the struggie of 
the great war and the wouniis it left behind, is the 
reply of oar own Herbert S. Hadley, Chancelior of 
Washington University. He believes that differ- 
ences between nations can be settled without re- 
course either to arbitration or to war.)

HADLEY, Chancellor of 
Washington University and former 
Governor of Missouri: “The world 
needs many different things today, but 
that which it needs most and which 
there is a reasonable hope and oppor- 
tunity of securing is an established 
method for the adjudication of international differ- 
ences according to settled principles of daterna- 
tionaFk law. 

“Prosperity cannot return until peace is estab- 
lished; and peace will not be established until there 
is a conviction in the minds and hearts of men that 
a rule of law has been substituted for a rule of 
force. And this conviction, this feeling of con- 
fidence, will mot come until the adjudication of in- 
ternational controversies is established by inter- 
national agreement and practice. 

“The greatest contribution that our country can 
make to the world’s welfare is to join in the sup- 
port of the Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice, and through its decrees establish a rule of law 
throughout the worid.” /

Dr. Leon Harrison, rabbi of Temple Israel: 
“What the world needs most of all today is the 
spirit of justice, of fair play. The lack of that 
fundamental prerequisite of civilized living is at 
the root of the present dislocation of society, and 
of the present ‘war without weapons’ between the 
nations. 

“What the world tragically needs today is what 
Theodore Roosevelt so frequently called a ‘squveare 
deal’"—the willingness to give the other fellow a 
fighting chance. This spirit is emphatically lack- 
ing in the ‘cat-and-doe’ attitude of nation to nation 
in Europe now. It isn’t fair to trample on a fallen 
foe. It isn’t just or humane to deliberately de- 
stroy an enemy when he is prostrate and cannot 
fight back; and, furthermore, such a policy is sui- 
cidal. The mailed fist that strikes a helpless en- 
emy is wounded itself by the blow. It is the old 
fable of the belly and its members. No nation can 
bleed to death without starting a hemorrhage in 
other uations, through which flows the same life 
blood of commerce, finance and industry. 

“Justice and fair play mean sportsmanship—not 
hitting beneath the belt. If this were practiced now 
ceascientiously and unswervingly, it would cure 
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mankind’s sore ills and save t®e worid. 

“And this is. what society needs above all else. 
Any further colossal struggies between capital and 
labor will tear the nations apart in a horizontal 
war, worse than any perpendicular collision of peo- 
ples along national frontiers. We can only pre- 
vent industrial revolutions far more terrible than 
any political upheavals that have ever ravaged the 
earth by that spirit of co-operation, of counseling 
together for the mutual benefit of all concerned, 
and not simply of one faction, that we call the 
spirit of justice and fair play. Justice means, not 
what is good for one man, for one class, or for one 
nation; but what is good for all men, for all classes 
and all nations. ‘Justice requires not only wisdom 
but moderation, unselfishness and the power to put 
yourself in the other man’s place and see through 
his eyes. 

. “And, therefore, beholding the storm cloud that 
is darkening our skies——of social menace and inter- 
national hate—I weuld express my deep conviction 
that the otf panacea that will soften men’s hearts 
and will relax the clenched fist of combat into the 
open hand of good-fellowship and friendship is the 
spirit of justice and fair play between men, races 
and nations.” 


William E. Borah, U. S. Senator from Idaho: 
“It seems to me that what the world needs is a 
body of public men who will legislate and admin- 
ister for the public good rather than for mere party 
expediency.” 


Dr. Charles Mayo, noted surgeon: “The pro- 
tection of the health of children is the world’s 
greatest need today. Too much time and effort is 
devoted to the care of the old, while the lives of 
countless thousands of little children are sacrificed 
because of lack of the proper care and attention.

It may be the elementary arithmetic of politics, 
but least it presents something which can be 
undersiood by everybody. 

“My immediate Appeal. to this end, is for an at- 
tempt at economic agreement regardless of po- 
litical, differences and intrigue. 

“Let it be understood that such an arrangement 
as I propose. when it is made, is for a limited time 
and for a single purpose—the rehabilitation of the 
world’s industry and commerce. Wo other consid- 
eration should be perm fitted to mar the purposes of 
this movement. 

“I may be a'one in the conviction. but it seems to 
me this country cannot afford to shirk the responsi- 
bility of making every possible attempt to have de- 
termined an economic policy for the world. Sure- 
ly there is a way to accomplish this. It is very 
probable that ‘by gentle means,” to quote Wash- 
ington, we may open the streams of commerce. 

“Is it not worth while to try?” 
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Dr. Eugene Lyman Fisk: “The first and great- 
est need is zood health. From good health flow 
happiness, good temper, sanity.and capacity to live 
and do the world’s work.
